POSITION AND SLEEP. 


How to Secure the Greatest Amount of 


KoBt for the Syatom. 


According to Dr. Granville the poai- 


tioii cffocts sleep. 
A constrained posi- 


tion generally prevents repose, while a 
comfortable one woos sleep. He says: 
Lying flat on the back, with the limbs 
relaxed, would seem to secure the 
greatest amount of rest for the mus- 
cular system. This is the position as- 
sumed in the most exhausting diseases, 
and it is generally hailed as a token of 
lovival when a patient voluntarily 
turns on his side; but there are sever- 
al disadvantages in the supine posture 
winch impair or embarrass sleep. 
Tims, in weakly states of the heart and 
blood vessels and certain morbid con- 
ditions of the brain, the blood seems 
to gravitate to the back of the head 
and to produce troublesome dreams. 


In poisons who habitually, in their 


gait or woik, stoop, there is probably 
some distress consequent on straight- 
ening the spine. Those who have con- 
tracted chests, especially persons who 
have had pleurisy and retain adhesions 
of the lungs, do not sleep well on the 
back. Nearly all who are inclined to 
snoro do so in that position, booauso 
the soft palate and nvala hang on the 
tongue, and that organ falls back so 
as to partly close the top of the wind- 
pipe. It is better, therefore, to lie on 
tho side, and in the absence of special 
disoases rendering it desirable to HP 
on tho weak side so as to leave the 
healthy lung free to expand, it is well 
lo use the right side, because when the 
body is thus placed the food gravitates 
more easily out of tho stomach into the 
intestines, and tho weight of the stom- 
ach docs not compress the upper por- 
tion of the intestines. 


A glance at any of the visceral anat- 


omy will show this must be. M my 
persons aio deaf in one oar and \irs- 
fei to ho on a particular side, but, it 
possible, the light side should bo 
chosen. 
Again, sleeping with the 


arms thrown over the head is to li 
deprecated; but this position is of 11 
assumed during sleep, because ciici 
lation is then free in the extremities, 
and the head and neck and muscles o 
tho chest are drawn up and fixed by 
the shoulders, and thns the expansion 
of the thorax is easy. 


The chief objection to these po=i 


tions is that they create a tendency ti 
cramp and cold in tho aims, anil 
sometimes seem to cause headaches 
during sleep, and dreams 
Those 


small matters often make or m ir com- 
fort in sleeping.—Boston Budget.

THK FI1TIETH CONGRESS. 


(First Session). 


SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—Alter the transnc 


tlon of some routine business, the resolution 
to print live thousand additional copies of tlie 
pension0 committee's report on the subject ol 
vetoed pension bills wns tuUcn up, the ques- 
tion beni/ oa Mr. Cockreirs amendment to 
print tun thousand copies ot all ol President 
Clevel.nuVs pension vetoes. 


Mr. Sherman reported from the finance com- 


mittee an amendment to the Sundry Civil bill 
to refund to the States the money collected 
from the States by the Direct-Tax law of 1661. 
(.The amendment Is similar to the Direct-Tax 
bill which caused the dead-look In the House 
this session.] 


Mr. Hale, who hail charge of the Naval bill, 


explained the committee amendments to the 
Bouse bill. 


Several minor amendments were agreed to 


without debate. 
The committee's amendment to substitute 


three armored cruisers of about 1,70!) tona dis- 
placement, m'place of one T,500-tonarmored 
cruiser, led to a lonRdisousslon about the needs 
of the navy, 


Mr. Gray thought the committee's amend- 


ment a wise one. 


Mr. Morgan approved the amendment, ex- 


cept as to striking out the House provision for a 
7,600-ton cruiser. He regarded these large ves- 
sels more efficient than forts In the protection 
otbirbors. 
Mr. Hale did not want to see the construc- 


tion of another great nnwleldly vessel, like the 
Maine or Texas, beirun until it was known how 
those vessels turned out. 


Senators Butler, Hawloy and Teller agreed 


with Mr. Morgan In favoring tho construction 
of large armored ships In addition to swift 
cruisers. 


Mr. Morgan, speaking of tho moral power 


which a strong navy would give to the United 
States, said Germany would not be sweeping 
the Pacific If tho United States had a Rood 
fighting navy. The building of a good fighting 
navy, he thought, would Uo more for the com- 
merce of the country than any other measure. 


Mr. Stewart moved to amend the House 


clause providing for a 7,600-ton cruiser, which 
the committee proposed to strike out, by mak- 
ing the tonnage of the ono armored cruiser 
1,500 tons, and limiting the cost of the vessel to 
11,000,000. 


At Mr. Gibbon's suggestion, he altered his 


amendment by making It two armored cruisers 
tocoat 12,000,1)00. 


After further debate, a vote was taken on Mr. 


Stewart's amendment, and It was rejected— 
yeas, 9; nays, 41. 


The question was then taken on striking out 


the House provision for one 7,500-ton armored 
cruiser, and it wa» struck out—yeas, 37; nays, 
11.The amendment offered by Mr. Gray, limiting 
the tonnage of tho three gunboats or oruiaors to 
2,000 tons, and the coat c.ich to (700,000, was 
agreed to, and the amendment reported by the 
committee on appropriations was agreed te. 


As the matter now stands, provision is made 


for the construction, by lonthict, of two stool 
cruisers of about ,1,000 to >s displacement each, 
at a cost of not morethuu (1,100,000 each; one 
steel cruiser of about 5,8110 tons displacement, 
to cost not more than tl,800,000, and tnree gun- 
boats or cruisers not to exceed In displacement 
8,000 tons and to cost froo.OCIO. The first two 
vessels must have a maximum speed of at least 
nineteen knots per hour, mid the third vesssol 
at least twenty knots per hour, with a deduc- 
tion from the contract price of 160,000 for every 
quarter knot less than Ihe guaranteed speed, 
and with a premium for Increased speed. 


The last amendment was the Insertion of an 


Item of 1876,000 for the construction and arma- 
ment of one steel practice vessel of 800 tons 
for the use of the naval academy. Agreed to. 


The bill was reported back by the committee 


of the whole to the 8*nuto. 


A special vote was demanded by Mr. Morgan 


on the amendment striking out tho House item 
for a commission to locate a navy yard on tho 
Qulf coast, and Mr. Morgan spoke against 
striking it out. 


The bill then went ovor till to-morrow. 
Mr. Hoar offered a resolution, which was re- 


ferred, for tho appointinont of a committee of 
seven Senators to inquire Into and report upon 
the relations of business and commerce be- 
tween the United States and Cunada; the ef- 
fect on the commerce and currying trade of the 
CJnitod States of the Canadian system of rail- 
ways and canals; the prospect of the displace1 
ment of any American tmiustrfes by Canadian 
Industries; the number and umountof claims 
against Great Britain by reason of tho violation 
of treaty oblgatlons etc., with power to take 
testimony in any part or the United States. 


The Senate at 6:60 p. m. adjourned. 


HOUSE. 


There was not a quorum present in the Housd 


to-day. Most of the tune ot the session was 
spent In discussion of the Oklahoma uill,wnich 
Went over without actii u. 


Thu Senate bill appropriating 1300,000 for an 


appraiser's warehouse at Clrtcago was passed. 


Also Senate bill prohibiting the transmis- 


sion of matter through the mails in transparent 
envelopes. 


In the morning hour tho bill relating to tho 


detail of army and navy officers to educational 
institutions was discussed, but tho hour ex- 
pired before a vote could be reached. 


Mr. McDonald, from tho committee on public 


lands, reported the bill to forfeit the lands 
granted to the Hastings & Dakota railroad, and 
it was passed. 


The House then went Into committee of tho 


whole on the Oklahoma bill. 
' Mr. Baker (N. Y.) opposed t»e bill, as OM 
which w*uld break down treaty stipulations 
with the Indians. 


Mr. Warner (Mo.), tn advocating the passage 


of the bill, said Its object was to open up to 
bona fide settlers—not to land sharks—twenty- 
two million acres of land, and this could be 
done without infi^tglng upon tho rights of tho 
Indians. 


Pending further debate, the committee rose, 


and the House, at 6 p. m., took a recess till 
eight o'.clock, the night session to be derated 
to bills reported from tnc committee on publio 
lands.

'orce." Adopted. An ordinance making 
a portion of the northwest quarter of the 
northwest quarter of section 23, township 
16, range 2 east, a portion of the city of 
Decatur, was read and adopted. By 
ordinance it was ordered that North 
Main street, from Lincoln Square to 
Sknrth street be widened, the cost to 
property owners being $2,213.40. It was

>y the engineer.

A Tonchor'g Views on Good Writing fend 
What It Must Include. 


Prof. U. T. Ames, in a lecture lie- 


fore the Institute of Accounts of the 
City of Now York, comments aa fol- 
lows on what constitutes a good bust? 
ness hand: 


For business or counting-room 


ing, there can no more be a standard 
than for the stature and physiognomy, 
of those who write it. Even those who 
have learned to write by practicing 
from the same copies and under the 
same teacher, and_who, as schoolboys, 
havo written essentially the 
same 


hands, will ultimately write styles 
differing as widely as will their en- 
vironments 
and 
varied 
standing 


in business 
and 
life; 
although 


In 
each 
there 
may remain 
the 


same 
relative 
degree 
of 
ex- 


cellence. Nevertheless, there are cer- 
tain qualities which must be present 
in all good writing. It must be legi- 
ble, written with facility, and graceful 
and harmonious in appearance. 
Tho 


less shade used m business writing the 
bettor. Shaded linos can bo produce* 
only by a special contraction of the 
mnsclcs. Motion is thus retarded, and 
the muscular force exhausted; while 
in unshaded writing there is a uniform 
easy-flowing motion of the pon. In 
order that there should be tho requisite 
strength of lino, for clear, strong.fl 
legible writing, a pen of more than 
medium coarseness should be used. 
A person thus writing need havo no 
fear of tho writer's cramp. In several 
instances 
where 
parties 
were 


afflicted 
with 
tho 
cramp, 
an 


entire change to the forearm move- 
ment, and unshaded small writing, he 
wrought a speedy cure. To present a 
pleasing appearance to tho eye, writ- 
ing must have uniformity in form, 
size, shape, slant, line and flow of 
motion. 
One of the most fruitful 


sources of bad writing is carelessness. 
For persons who lacked the power or 
skill to write legibly there might be 
some reasonable excuse, but for those 
possessing all the requisite skill and 
power to destroy legibility through 
sheet1 carelessness there can be no ex- 
cuse; good and characteristic forms 
costs no more to make than do illegi- 
ble or doubtful ones.
